The spellers ventured to a room in 
the basement of the official hotel to 
take a 50-word test, spelling prere- 
corded words on a keyboard. Only 
25 of the words actually count, 
but they don’t know which ones. 

The results will be combined with 
Thursday’s onstage rounds to deter- 
mine who makes the semifinals. 

» ANOTHER NEUROSURGEON? It s 

a well-documented and curious fact 
that the last two National Spelling 
Bee champions have been Indian- 
Americans who want to grow up to be 
neurosurgeons. 

Will it happen again this year? Sure 
enough, two of the three returning 
finalists from last year are Indian- 
Americans, but they have different 
occupational goals. Neetu Chandak, 
of Seneca Falls, N.Y., wants to be 
an architect and interior designer, 
while Anamika Veeramani, of North 
Royalton, Ohio, wants to be a cardio- 
vascular surgeon.

Taxi driver goes 
on shooting spree 
across rurai Engiand

SEASCALE, England A taxi driver went on a 
shooting spree across a rural area of north- 
western England on Wednesda}^ police said, 
killing 12 people and wounding 25 others be- 
fore turning the gun on himself 

The rampage in Cumbria was the deadliest 
mass shooting since 1996 in Britain, where 
gun ownership is tightly restricted and hand- 
guns are banned. 

The deadly spree “has shocked the people 
of Cumbria and around the country to the 
core,” Deputy Chief Constable Stuart Hyde 
said. 

The body of the suspected gunman, 
52-year-old Derrick Bird, was found in 
woods near the Lake District village of 
Boot. Hyde said two weapons were recov- 
ered from the scene. 

The shootings occurred in the town of 
Whitehaven and nearby Seascale and Egre- 
mont, about 350 miles northwest of London. 
The area is popular with vacationers. 

Eight of the wounded were in the hospi- 
tal, with three of them in critical condition. 
In a sign of the scale of the tragedy Queen 
Elizabeth II issued a message saying she was 
“deeply shocked” and shared in “the grief and 
horror of the whole country” 

Hyde said there were 30 separate crime 
scenes. Witnesses described seeing the gun- 
man driving around shooting out the window 
of his car. His victims included a woman on a 
bicycle, a farmer in his field and at least two 
fellow taxi drivers. 

Barrie Walker, a doctor in Seascale who 
certified one of the deaths, told the BBC that 
victims had been shot in the face, apparently 
with a shotgun. 

Witness Alan Hannah told the White-

haven News that he saw a man with a shotgun 
in a car near a taxi stand in Whitehaven. Pho- 
tos showed a body covered in a sheet, lying in 
a street in the town. 

“This kind of thing doesn’t happen in our 
part of the world,” local lawmaker Jamie Reed 
told the BBC. “We have got one of the lowest, 
if not the lowest, crime rates in the country” 


AN UNCOMMON TRAGEDY 




Multiple shootings in Britain are rare. In 
1987, gun enthusiast Michael Ryan killed 
16 people in the English town of 
Hungerford. In 1996, Thomas Hamilton 
killed 16 children and a teacher at a kinder- 
garten class in Dunblane, Scotland. 


Police said it was too early to say what the 
killer’s motive was or whether the shootings 
had been random. Some reports said Bird had 
quarreled with fellow cabdrivers the night be- 
fore the killings. 

Peter Leder, a taxi driver who knew Bird, 
said he had seen the gunman Tuesday and 
didn’t notice anything that was obviously 
amiss. But he was struck by Bird’s departing 
words. 

“When he left he said, ‘See you Peter, but 
I won’t see you again,’ ” Leder told Channel 
4 News.

I felt so 
out of place. I did not own black skinny jeans. Stylists always told me I 
couldn’t pull off side-swept bangs with “my forehead.” I liked and still 
like Coldplay 

It hurt to be rejected from Hipsterville during its pinnacle of pop 
coolness, but like most outcasts, I simply made fun of hipsters while 
secretly being jealous that I was never “hip” enough. 

But hipsters, I am delighted to say, your reign is ending. Here are 
some signs: 

» The potential fall of American Apparei: A couple of weeks ago, this 
hipster brand announced that it lost $17.6 million in its first quarter 
and is in danger of defaulting on its loan. If American Apparel dies, 
this means goodbye to teens dressed in inappropriate outfits made up 
of leotards or unitards and neon tights. Without anyone to dress the 
hipsters, they will be forced to return to the Gap.

Starving dogs found 

Workers also discover dead animals at vacant bungalow

City workers returned to a vacant Cha- 
tham bungalow Wednesday morning, 
combing through debris and disposing of 
two more dead animals that apparently 
had been abandoned by a tenant. 

Police officers were called to the home 
in the 8200 block of South Rhodes Avenue 
on Tuesday night and found two dead cats, 
two dead dogs and four severely malnour- 
ished dogs. Police were flagged down by 
neighbors because of the stench coming 
from the home. 

“It was horrific; it was really terrible,” 
said Pat Edwards, a neighbor. “There was 
a stench; that’s what brought our atten- 
tion to it. There was an overpowering 
stench.” 

Police discovered four live dogs suffering 
from malnutrition and dehydration inside 
the vacant house, Chicago police spokes- 
man Ron Gaines said. Animal Care and

Control officers were called to the scene to 
take them to a shelter for treatment. 

Edwards said she saw police pull out a 
Doberman pinscher, a pit bull, a Chihua- 
hua, and what appeared to be a ShihTzu. 

Also found were the remains of two 
other dogs and two cats, believed to have 
died of malnutrition and dehydration, 
Gaines said. 

Edwards said she last noticed a woman 
at the home about a month ago, but other 
neighbors told police that the renters last 
occupied the home as long as four months 


ago. She said the Doberman was found 
alone inside a garage. 

Authorities confirmed the dogs and cats 
were without food and water. 

Neighbors flagged down the passing 
officers who went into the home with 
flashlights and found the animals, Ed- 
wards said. She said she noticed an elec- 
tric light in the basement that appeared 
to be on a timer. 

“They were awesome; they pulled over 
and stayed for hours,” Edwards said of the 
police who responded in the evening. 

Edwards said she would notice the dogs 
looking out of the windows of the home 
and barking. She said the dogs appeared 
to be in good health and that the female 
owner of the dogs would show up from 
time to time. Other neighbors said they 
saw swarms of flies around the door. 

“You could just tell from the smell that 
something was going on,” Edwards said. 




CTAeyes 
$3 passes for 
convention 
visitors

The CTA hopes to sell unlimited-ride pass- 
es to all conventioneers visiting Chicago, 
officials said Wednesday 

The CTA board approved a one-year pi- 
lot project to test the market for a new fare 
card. The venture is aimed at putting CTA 
passes in the hands of convention attend- 
ees before they step off planes at O’Hare 
and Midway The idea is to provide an in- 
centive to ride the Blue and Orange lines 
downtown and use mass transit while in 
the city said John Paquet, CTA vice presi- 
dent of planning and development. 

The price of the Convention Pass, or 
C-Pass, will start at the discount bulk rate 
of $3 a person per day Costs will vary de- 
pending on the length of each convention, 
trade show or conference at McCormick 
Place and the number of registered partici- 
pants, officials said. 

But there’s a catch: Convention organiz- 
ers who enter into C-Pass agreements will 
be required to purchase passes for all regis- 
tered attendees, regardless of whether they 
plan to use the passes, CTA officials said. 

The move could generate millions of 
dollars for the cash-strapped transit agen- 
cy More than ii million visitors attend con- 
ventions and conferences in the city each 
year, according to city officials. 

CTA officials first must sell the idea to 
convention organizers. Most conventions 
at McCormick Place already are served 
by private buses that shuttle between the 
lakefront convention center and down- 
town hotels. Convention-goers also tend 
to rely heavily on taxicabs. 


Peterson trial delayed 

A Will County judge on Wednesday delayed 
the trial of former Bolingbrook police Sgt. 
Drew Peterson, who is charged with murder 
in his third wife’s 2004 death. 

Circuit Judge Stephen White issued his 
ruling after attorneys for Peterson asked 
him to delay the June 14 start of the trial. 
Jury selection is scheduled to start July 8. 

Peterson’s lead attorney, Joel Brodsky, 
asked that the trial be delayed until Aug. 

23 to give the defense team more time to 
prepare. 

Peterson has pleaded not guilty to first- 
degree murder in the drowning death of his 
former wife, Kathleen Savio. ap, tribune

Daley: *Go swim in the Potomac’

Mayor Daley says federal officials should 
concentrate on cleaning the Potomac River 
in Washington, DC., and dealing with the 
oil spiU in the Gulf of Mexico rather than 
ordering the cleanup of the Chicago River. 

The mayor was responding to an Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency letter call- 
ing on the Chicago River to be made clean 
enough that it is safe for swimming. 

“Go swim in the Potomac,” Daley said 
when asked about the federal position dur- 
ing a City Hall news conference. “We’re 


trying to make this river every day more 
cleanable. 

“Let’s figure out what the federal gov- 
ernment’s going to do for us in regards to 
cleaning all the tributaries. All the rivers 
are interstate,” he said. 

“They just can’t make an announcement 
and walk away and say, ‘Well, we did it from 
Washington, DC., and that’s it,’ without 
even talking to local officials, talking to the 
governor and everyone else,” Daley said. 

“They send letters all the time. They 
should get down to BP and start saving 


the people down in Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Llorida and Alabama, all their lives and 
their livelihood, instead of sending us let- 
ters,” he said. 

“The {Chicago} River’s been cleaner and 
cleaner every year,” Daley added. 

Despite his angry response, Daley long 
has been an advocate for many of the same 
river improvements outlined by the EPA. 
His 2003 Water Agenda declared the river 
still isn’t clean enough and vowed that Chi- 
cago would “lead by example and demon- 
strate new ways of thinking about water.”

□ MOSCOW A manned mission to Mars 
may be decades away but an interna- 
tional team of researchers will try to experi- 
ence what one might be like by locking them- 
selves up in a windowless capsule for a year 
and a half— the time needed for a round trip 
to the red planet. 

The all-male crew of three Russians, a 
Frenchman, an Italian- Colombian and a 
Chinese won’t endure weightlessness, but 
from Thursday they will live for 520 days in 
the spartan conditions of a mock spaceship 
and follow a harsh regimen of experiments 
and exercise. 

The main task of the Mars-500 experiment 
is to study the effects of long isolation to help 
a real space crew of the future cope better 
with stress and fatigue. 

“When everybody interacts with the same 
people in the same space, habits and behav- 
ior become apparent very quickly These 
habits may irritate and cause indignation— 
and even fits of aggression,” said Mikhail 
Baryshev, a psychotherapist who is connect- 
ed to the program. 


Crude nears Florida 


□ PENSACOLA, Fla. The BP oil slick 
drifted perilously close to the Florida 
Panhandle’s famous sugar-white beaches 
Wednesday as a risky gambit to contain the 
leak by shearing off the well pipe ran into 
trouble a mile under the sea when the dia- 
mond-tipped saw became stuck. 

The saw had sliced through about half of 
the pipe when it snagged, and it took BP 
12 hours to free it. The company said prepa- 
rations were being made to resume cutting, 
but didn’t give a timetable on starting. 

The plan is to fit a cap on the blown-out 
well at the bottom of the Gulf of Mexico to 
capture most of the spewing oil; the twist- 
ed, broken pipe must be sliced first to allow 
a snug fit. 

“I don’t think the issue is whether or not 
we can make the second cut. It’s about how 
fine we can make it, how smooth we can 
make it,” said Coast Guard Adm. Thad Allen, 
the government’s point man for the crisis. 

As the edge of the slick drifted within 
seven miles of Pensacola’s beaches, emer- 
gency workers rushed to link the last in a 
miles-long chain of booms designed to fend 
off the oil. 

Forecasters said the oil probably would 
wash up by Friday threatening a delicate 
network of islands, bays and white-sand 
beaches that are a haven for wildlife and a 
major tourist destination.

Tiger Woods’ neck is healthy enough for him to play this 
week and to be serious about the U.S. Open in two weeks. 
Although he arrived at the Memorial Tournament without 
a coach and without a word about his marriage, he did sug- 
gest that his head is improving as well. 

“I think that life is moving forward,” he said during a 
news conference at the Memorial, which begins Thursday 
in Dublin, Ohio. “The last 
six months have been pretty 
tough, and I’m now starting 
to get into golf and starting 
to play golf again and get into 
my routine of playing, which 
is something I haven’t done 
in a long time. So hopefully 
I can get back into that and 
play the rest of the summer 
and into the fall.” 

The Memorial will be his 
first tournament since his 
swing coach Hank Haney 
left him and the first since 
Woods pulled out during the 
final round of the Players 
Championship last month 
with a neck injury He said he 
was relieved when he learned 
that his condition was only 
inflammation, not a bulging 
disc.

His news conference was almost entirely about golf, so 
there was no discussion about his wife, Elin, or the scandal 
that began in November. He acknowledged that Haney 
said he stepped down in part because of all the turmoil. 

“I understand it. I mean, there’s a lot going on, as we all 
have seen,” Woods said. “I totally understand it.” When he 
was asked what he intended to do about a replacement for 
Haney he said, “No plans.”

Decoding 
mysterious 
spirits on a 
drink menu 
near you

If reading cocktail lists around town suddenly seems like a vocabulary quiz you forgot to 
study for, you’re on to something. As part of Chicago’s growing craft cocktail movement, 
bartenders are getting creative with lesser-known spirits. To make sure you’re not caught 
clueless while out for your next drink, read up on a few of these head-scratching spirits. 
As it turns out, chartreuse isn’t just a Crayola color, mezcal isn’t the same as tequila, and 
there’s a lot more to herbal liqueurs than good ol’ Jagermeister.

This fluorescent liqueur is made in green and yellow versions 
by a clan of dutiful French monks according to a guarded 
recipe of a reported 130 plants and flowers. Yellow chartreuse 
is sweeter and lighter and gets its color from saffron. The green 
variety has a sharper taste and unlike, say, green apple Pucker, 
its green hue is 100 percent au natural. 

Drink it at: Bar DeVille (701 N. Damen Ave. 312-929-2349), 
where a new menu features drinks with both green and yellow 
chartreuse. The Hudson Street ($11, near left) uses yellow char- 
treuse with Laird’s Applejack brandy, Pernod, lemon juice and 
Peychaud’s bitters. The Sao Paulo Word ($10, far left) takes a 
cue from the Southern Hemisphere with Cabana cachaca, mar- 
aschino liqueur and lime juice mixed with green chartreuse.

This amber-hued 
herbal liqueur from 
Hungary dates to 
the 1790s and has 
been available in 
the U.S.foronly a 
few years. Though 
the product is 
technically called 
Unicum, the compa- 
ny name of Zwack is 
what’s usually used 
on menus.

Chop House (444 
N. Wabash Ave.

a traditional dark 
and stormy, clev- 
erly named Turbid 
& Clement ($10). 
Zwack provides a 
bitter foil to sweet 
molasses when 
combined with 
Cruzan rum, blood 
orange puree and 
ginger beer. 


This bitter, almost 
medicinal-tasting 
spirit is made 
from a propri- 
etary blend of 
herbs and aged 
in oak casks 
prior to bottling. 
Fernet-Branca, a 
brand of fernet 
made at the 
Fertelli Branca 
Distillery in Italy, 
is the most com- 
mon locally. 

Drink it at: 
Longman & 
Eagie(2657N. 
Kedzie Ave. 773- 
276-7110) in the 
Carpathian ($8). 
This simple drink 
combines Fernet- 
Branca with ap- 
erol (see above) 
and Boylan’s 
birch beer, a soda 
that’s similar to 
root beer.

Something you don’t hear every day: Refer- 
ring to singer-guitarist Jim Cicero’s creation 
of Light Pollution’s full-length debut ‘Ap- 
paritions,” the band’s bio notes, “Cicero 
wrote the album over the course of a long, 
stoned, agoraphobic winter spent isolated 
in a heatless warehouse west of Chicago.”
